After  twoscoro  fin  incu  bad  been  tal  • 
eu  unconscious  from  the  cellar  of  > 
burning  buildiug  iu  Chain  be  rs  street  i 
curious  citizen  who  wandered  insidB 
the  fire  lines  asked: 

“How  do  they  happen  to  know  in  a,  1 
this  confusion  und  noise  that  men  sup¬ 
posed  to  be  fighting  Are  iu  the  cells  r 
have  been  overcome  by  smoke  aud  ai|e 
lying  down  there  unconscious,  anfl 
how,  too,  with  nearly  40  men  rescued, 
do  they  know  that  there  ure  not  mode 
men  in  the  cellar  iu  •  similar  predict  - 
meut?” 

Under  the  circumstances  the  qnestioli 
was  perfectly  uatnral.

Ingenious  wheelmen  of  Nice  have  p^it 
an  end  to  the  tribute  of  lives  whish 
a  hill  near  that  city  has  been  c 
acting  from  them.  At  the  bottom 
this  declivity,  it  seems,  there  ia  a  sharp 
turn,  then  a  bridge  with  a  low  parapet, 
and  just  beyond  a  terrible  amoant 
nothing  at  all  except  scenery.  Long  ago 
the  French  Touring  club  put  a  sign  ap- 
vising  caution  in  a  conspicuous  place 
the  top  of  the  descent,  but  this  did  u 
prove  sufficient  to  overcome  tbe  fatRl 
attraction  of  the  abyss,  and  wheelman 
continued  to  precipitate  themselves  into 
the  view — which,  by  the  way,  was  pri¬ 
vate  property — with  a  rapidity 
threatened  iu  time  seriously  to  diminish 
the  club’s  annual  receipts  from  duea 

After  long  study  of  the  problems, 
fluancial,  aesthetic  and  others,  which 
the  case  involved,  it  was  decided  to  sps- 
pend  just  beyond  the  parapet  a  strong 
net  neatly  woven  of  Bteel  wirea  Tbe 
very  day  after  it  was  put  in  place  a  bi¬ 
cyclist  came  ooasting  wildly  down  tlie 
hill,  struck  the  stone  wall,  left  his  wb4ei 
— it  wasn’t  worth  taking  any  farther*— 
and  took  a  graceful  header  into  tbe  n  it 
For  tbe  first  time  it  wasn’t  necessary 
for  the  newspapers  of  Nice,  in  giving 
their  regular  news  from  the  bridge  of 
Ramingno,  to  say  anything  about  ’• 
plunge  into  eternity. "  Since  then  the 
net  has  saved  an  average  of  four  liveg  a 
week,  and  so  well  known  have  its  pow¬ 
ers  become  that  picnic  parties  from  the 
city,  which  once  avoided  the  bridge  as  a 
plaoo  of  tragical  aasoeftatktos,  now  kw- 
sort  there  daily  to  watch,  from  tbe  cool 
shade  of  nearby  trees,  the  ami 
postures  assumed  by  the  wheelmen 
wheelwomen  when  they  strike  the 
tio  wires.
